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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

2. Claims 1 - 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by US 
Patent No. 6,363,854 Bl to Schweitzer. Schweitzer discloses a weapon system comprising: 

a. a weapon and a time apparatus adapted to disarm the weapon; 

b. the weapon being a mine; 

c. the system including means for shortening or lengthening the selected time, either 
before or after the time has elapsed; 

d. and the means being remote from the weapon. 



Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 9 February 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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4. Regarding claim 1 , it has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted to" 
perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does 
not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchinson, 69 USPQ 138. 

5. Schweitzer discloses the invention as claimed. Specifically pertaining to the argument 
that Schweitzer discloses "no technique whatsoever for altering the time in the timer", 
Schweitzer discloses shortening the selected time via a signal sent by a transmitter. Examiner 
understands that this does not shorten the time within the timer. However, it reads on 
independent claim 1 as . .a time apparatus "adapted to" disarm the weapon after a selected 
time, further including means for shortening. . .the time. . ." (Examiner 's emphasis added).
